General Funston did not make public the exact number re- 
quested bu tsaid he had asked for enough to provide "adequate pro- 
tection" of the border. 


He also withheld the names of the stations to which the guards- 
men would be sent although admitting that a considerable force would 
be mobilized at San Antonio as a reserve. 


BRINGS AMERICANS FROM MEXICO CITY 


Washington, June 20.—Special Agent Rodgers at BTexico City no- 
tified the state department today that he was arranging for a special 
train to take Americans and other foreigners from Mexico City to 
Vera Cruz. He said he would remain at his post. 


Mr- Rodgers' message told of many anti-foreign demonstrations, 
parades and mass meetings in the Mexican capital and increasingly 
bitter sentiment. No open acts of violence were reported. 


Gen. Funston's request for national guardsmen reached the war 
department after noon and resulted in telegraphic requests for infor- 
mation as to when the forces of certain states would be able to move. 
Orders for entrainment of units ready for service were expected 
before night.

Indianapolis Has Taken on 
Pronounced Military 
Atmosphere. 


Indianapolis, 
Juno 
20.—Indianapolis 
today took on a military atmosphere 
rapidly with the possibility of the ad- 
vent here of the entire Indiana national 
guard within the next few days becom- 
ing more sure. 
The guard headquarters 
at the state house was opened early and 
soon was a beehive of martial industry. 


Reports

commanders 
throughout the state as to recruiting 
and tlie reporting of old members for 
service were more 
gratifying 
to

guard officers than those of yesterday. 


Approximately the full peace strength 
of the entire guard was reached today, 
according to Franklin Bridges, adjutant 
general of Indiana. 
The recruiting will 
proceed in eacJi company until as nearly 
war strength as possible is reached, the 
adjutant general announced. 


AT CAMP WHITMAN 


Washington, June 20. — The 
A-merican note flatly rejecting Gen 
Carranza's demand for the with- 
drawal of U. S. troops from Mex- 
ico and rebuking the Carranza 
government for the discourteous 
tone and temper of its last com- 
munication was handed today to 
Eliseo Arredondo, the Mexican 
ambassador designate. 


Long continued outrages against 
Americans and their property 
both in Mexico and on American 
soil are reviewed in the note and 
warning given that the troops will 
be kept in Mexico until such a 
time as the de facto government 
performs the duty which the 
United States has not sought, are 
pursuing the bands who ought to 
be arrested and punished by the 
Mexican government. 


It concludes with the. state- 
ment that if the de facto govern- 
ment continued to ignore this ob- 
ligation and carries out its threat 
to defend its territory by an ap- 
peal to arms against the American 
troops the gravest consequences 
will follow. 


U. S. Will Not Recede. 


"While the government would deeply 
regret such a result," says the note, "it 
cannot recede from its settled determin- 
ation to maintain its national rights and 
to perform its full duty in preventing 
further invasions of the territory of the 
United States and in removing the peril 
which Americans along the international 
boundary have borne so long with pa- 
tience and forbearance. 


"I am reluctant to be forced to the 
conclusion which might be drawn from 
the circumstances," Secretary 
Lansing 
declares, "that the de facto government 
in spite of the crimes committed and 
the sinister designs of Villa and his fol- 
lowers, did not and does not now intend 
or desire that these outlaws should be 
captured, 
destroyed 
or 
dispersed 
by 
American troops, or at the request of 
this government by Mexican troops." 


Answers Question of Purpose.

REPLY TO CARRANZA 


(Continued from Page 1). 


quested to, stop, these reprehensible acts 
in a section which he lias long claimed 
to be under the complete domination of 
his authority. 
Notwithstanding 
these 
representations and the promise of Gen- 
eral Nafarette to present attacks along 
the international boundary in the fol- 
lowing month of October a, passenger 
train was wrecked by bandits and-sev- 
eral persons were killed. An attack was 
made upon United States troops at the 
same place several days later. 
Since 
these attacks leaders of the bandits well 
known both to Mexican civil and mili- 
tary authorities as well as to American 
officers have been 
enjoying with im- 
punity the liberty of the towns of north- 
ern Mexico. 
So far has the indifference 
' of the de facto government 
to 
these 
atrocities gone that some of these lead- 
ers, I am advised, have received not only 
the protection of that government but 
encouragement and aid as well. 
Depredations More Numerous. 
Depredations 
upon 
Americans and 
property 
within 
Mexican 
jurisdiijtion 
liHve been still more numerous. 
This 
government has repeatedly 
requested 
in the strongest terms that the de facto 
government 
safeguard 
the 
lives 
of 
Americans and 
afford the protection 
which international law guarantees to 
American interests 
in the 
states of 
Tamaulipas, Chihuahua and Sonora and 
r.lfio in the states to the south. 
For 
example, on January 3rd troops weru 
requested to punish the band of out- 
laws which looted the Cusi mining prop- 
erty, eighty miles west of Chihuahua, 
but no effective results came from this 
rt quest. 


During the following week the bandit, 
ilia, with his band of about 200 men, 
was operating without 
opposition be- 
tween Eubio and Santa Ysabel, a fact 
well known to Carranzista authorities. 
:\Ieanwhile a party 
of 
unfortunate 
Americans started by train from Chi- 
huahua to visit the Cusi mines aftci 
having received 
assurances 
from the 
C'arranzita officers in the state of Chi- 
1 •••.ahua that the country Avas safe and 
i;'.nt a guard on the train was not nec- 
-ary. 
The Americans held passports 
( I- safe conducts issued by the de facto 
. overnment. 
On January 10 the train 
was stopped by Villa bandits and eight- 
een of the American party were stripped 
c i their clothing and shot in cold blood 
in what is now known 
as the "Santa 
^'sabel massacre." 


Appeal by Carranza. 
Tien. Carranza stated to the agent of 
!l-.o department of state that he had is- 
M;cd orders for the immediate pursuit, 
,;:pture and punishment of those re- 
-lonsible for this atrocious crime and 
. Mpealed to this government and to the 
.'.'norican people to consider the diffi- 
;rtie? of according protection along the 
'Iroad 
where the massacre 
occurred. 
.A i:-urances were also given by Mr. Ar- 
1 'dondo, presumably under instructions 
r. jin the de facto government, that the 
n.Mirdererr,'would be brought to justice 
ar.d that steps would be taken to rem- 
edy tlio lawless conditions existing in 
the state of Durango. 
It is true that 
"^"illa, Castro and Lopez were publicly 
declared to be outlaws and subject to 
ar.prehcnsinn and execution, but so far 
known only one man connected with 
this maisarre has been brought to jus- 
tice by Mexican authorities. 
Within a 
month after this barbarous slaughter of 
:i offensive Americans it was notorious 
tiiat Villa wii.=i operating within twenty 
niilop 
of 
Cusihuirachic- and 
publicly 
i.tnted that liis purpose was to destroy 
Ameriraii 
^'I'l nroj.erty. 


Villa Not Intercepted. 
De.spite 
repeated 
and insistent de- 
mands that military protection should be 
furnished to Americans, 
Villa 
openly 
larried on his operations, constantly ap- 
proaching closer and closer to the border. 
He was not intercepted nor were liis 
movements impeded by troops of the de 
facto government and no effectual at- 
tempt was made to frustrate his hostile 
designs against Americans. 
In fact, as 
1 am informed, while Villa and his band 
were slowly moving forward toward the 
American 
frontier in the direction^ of 
Columbus, N. M., not a single Mexican 
soldier was seen in his vicinity. 
Yet 
the Mexican authorities were fully cog- 
nizant of his movements, for on March 
6th, as General Gavira 
publicly 
an- 
nounced, he advised the American nuii- 
tary 
authorities 
of the outlaw's ap- 
proach to the border so that they miglit 
be prepared to prevent him from crossing 
the boundary. 
Villa's unhindered activ- 
ities culminated in the unprovoked and 
cold blooded attack upon American sol- 
diers and citizens in the town of C o I u ' t i - 
bus, on the night of March 9th, the de- 
tails of which do not need repetition hero 
in order to refresh your memory with^ 
the 
heinousne.ss of the crime. 
After 


soil. 
It is charged 
that these troops 
crossed the frontier without first obtain-

ing the consent or permission of the de I Brownsville, were even then reported to 
facto government. 
Obviously, as imme- 
diate action alone could avail, there was 
no 
opportunity to reach an agreement 
(other than of March 10th-13th, now re- 
pudiated by Gen. Carranza) prior to the 
entrance of such an expedition into Mex- 
ico if the expedition was to be effective. 
Subséquent events 
and correspondence 
have demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
this government 
that 
Gen. Carranza 
would not have entered into any agree- 
ment providing for an effective plan for 
the capture and destruction of the Villa 
bands. 


Haggled Over Agreeinent. 


While the American troops were mov- 
ing rapidly southward in pursuit of the 
raiders it was the form and nature of the 
agreement that occupied the attention of 
Gen. Carranza rather than the practical 
object which it was to attain—the num- 
ber of limitations that could be imposed 
upon the American 
forces to impede 
their progress rather than the obstacles 
that could be raised 
to 
prevent the 
escape of the outlaws. It was Gen. Car- 
ranza who suspended through your note 
of April" 12, all discussions and negotia- 
tions for an agreement along the lines 
of the protocols between 
the 
United 
States and Mexico, concluded during the 
period of 1883-1896, under which the two 
countries had so successfully 
restored 
peaceful conditions on their 
common 
boundary. 


It may be mentioned here that, :iot- 
withstanding the statement in your note 
that the "American government gave no 
answer to the note of the 13th of April" 
this note was replied to on April l-Jth, 
when the department 
instructed 
Mr. 
Kodgers by telegraph to deliver this gov- 
ernment's 
answer 
to 
Gren. 
Carranza. 
Shortly after this reply the conferences 
between Generals Scott, 
Funston and 
Obregon began a t El Paso, during which 
they signed, on May 2, a project of a 
memorandum and referendum, regarding 
the withdrawal of American troops. As 
an indication of the alleged bad faith of 
the American 
government, you stated 
that 
though 
General 
Scott 
de- 
clared in this memorancTum that the de- 
struction 
and dispersion of the Villa 
band 
"had been 
accomplished," 
yet 
American forces are not withdrawn from 
Mexico. 


Clearly a Misstatement. 


It 
is only 
necessary 
to read the 
memorandum, which is in the English 
language to sec that this is clearly a 
misstatement, 
for the 
memorandum 
states that "the American punitive ex- 
peditionary forces have destroj^ed or dis- 
persed many of the lawless element and 
bandits, 
* * * or have driven them 
far into the interior of the republic of 
Mexico" and further, that the United 
States forces were then "carrying on a 
vigorous pursuit of such small numbers 
of bandits or lawless elements as may 
have escaped." 


The context of your note gives the 
impression that the object of the ex- 
pedition being admittedly 
accomplished 
the United States had agreed in the 
memorandum to begin the withdrawal 
of its troops. 
The memorandum shows, 
however, that it was not alone on ac- ! 
count of partial dispersion of the bandits 
that it was decided to begin the with- 
drawal of American forces but equally 
on account of the assurances 
of the 
Mexican government that 
their 
forces 
Avere "at the present time being aug- 
mented and strengthened to such an ex- 
tent that they will be able to prevent 
any disorders occurring in Mexico that 
would in any way endanger 
American 
territory" and that they would continue 
to diligently pursue, capture or destroy 
any lawless bands of bandits that may 
still exist or hereafter exist in the north- 
ern part of Mexico" and that it would 
"make a proper distribution of such of 
its forces as may be necessary to pre- 
vent the possibility of invasion of Amer- 
ican territory from I^Iexico." 


It was because of these 
assurances 
and because of Gen. Scott's 
confidence 
that they would be carried out that he 
stated in the memorandum 
that the 
American 
forces 
would 
be 
gradually 
withdrawn. 
It is to be noted that while 
the American government was willing to 
ratify this agreement Gen. Carranza re- 
fused to do so, as Gen. Obregon stated, 
because among other things it imposed 
improper conditions upon the Mexican 
government; 
Notwithstanding the as- 
surances in the memorandum it is well 
known that the forces of the de facto 
government have not carried on a vig- 
orous pursuit of the remaining bandits 
and tliat no proper distribution of forces 
to prevent the invasion 
of 
American 
territory has been made 
as 
will be 
shown by the further facts hereinafter 
set forth. 


A Reluctant Conclusion. 


I am reluctant to be forced to the con 
nhision which might be drawn from these 
circumstances that the de facto govern- 
ment. in spite of the crimes committed 


be arranging in the neighborhood of Vic- 
toria for another raid across the border, 
and it was made clear to Gen. Obregon 
that if the Mexican government did not 
take immediate steps to prevent another 
invasion of the United • States by these 
marauders, who were frequently seen in 
the company of Gen. Náfarette, Mexico 
would find in Tamaulipas another puni- 
tive expedition siniilar to that then in 
Chihuahua. 
American 
troops 
crossetl 
into Me^xico on May 10, upon 
noti- 
fication 
to the local military 
authori- 
ties under the repudiated agreement of 
March 10, or in any event, in. accord- 
ance 
with the practice 
adopted 
over 
forty years ago 
when 
there was no 
agreement regarding pursuit of marau- 
ders across the international boundary. 


Found No Mexican Troops. 


These troops penetrated 168 miles in- 
to Mexican territory in pursuit of the 
Glenn Springs ' marauders 
without en- 
countering a detachment 
of 
Mexican 
troops or a single Mexican soldier. Fur- 
ther discussion of this raid, however, is 
not 
necessary, 
because the American 
forces sent in pursuit of the bandits re- 
crossed into Texas on the morning or 
May 22, the date of your note under 
consideration—a 
further proof 
of the 
singleness of purpose of this 
govern- 
ment in endeavoring to quell disorder 
and 
stamp out lawlessness along the 
border. 
During tlie continuance of the 
El Paso conference Gen. Scott, you as- 
sert, did not take into 
consideration 
the plan proposed by the Mexican gov- 
ernment for the protection of the fron- 
tier by the reciprocal 
distribution of 
troops along the boundary. This pro- 
position was made by Gen. Obregon a 
niimber 
of 
times, 
but each condition 
upon 
the immediate 
withdrawal 
of 
American troops, and the Mexican con- 
ferees were 
invariably 
informed that 
immediate withdrawal 
could not take 
place, and that therefore it was impos- 
sible to discuss 
the 
project on that 
basis. 


Sees Effort at Evasion. 


I have noted the fact that your com- 
niunication is not limited to a discu.i- 
sion of the deplorable conditions exist- 
ing along the border and their import- 
ant bearing on the peaceful relations of 
our governments, but that an effort is 
made to connect it Avith other circum 
stances in order to support, if possible, 
a mistaken interpretation of the atti- 
tude of the United States toward Mex- 
ico. You state in effect that .the Amer- 
ican government has placed every ob- 
stacle in the way of attaining the paci- 
fication of Mexico 
and 
that 
this is 
shown by the volume of diplomatic rep- 
resentations in behalf of American in- 
terests which constantly impede effort.^ 
to organize the political, economical ,ind 
social conditions of the country, by the 
decided aid lent at one time to Villa 
by American officers and by the depart- 
ment of state, by the aid extended by 
the American Catholic clergy to that of 
Mexico; by the constant activity of the 
American press in favor of intervention 
and the interests of American business 
men ; by the shelter 
and 
supply of 


murdering, burning and plundering, Viila , and the sinister de.signs of Villa and his 
and his bandits, 
fleeing 
south, passed 
within sight of the Carranzista post at 
C^asas Grandes and no effort was made 
to stop him by the officers and garrison 
of the de facto government 
stationed 
there. 


Had No Other Recourse. 


In the face of these depredations not 
only on American lives and property on 
Mexican soil, but on American soldiers, 
citizens and homes on American territory 
the perpetrators of which Gen. Carranza 
was unable or posibly considered it in- 
advisable to apprehend and pujiish, the 
United States 
had no recourse 
other 
than to employ force to disperse the 
bands of Mexican 
outlaws who were, 
with increasing boldnes.s, systematically 
raiding across the international bound- 
ary. 
The marauders engaged in the at- 
tack on Columbus, 
were 
driven back 
across the border by American cavalry 
and subsequently, as soon as a suifi- 
cient force to cope with the band could 
be collected, were pursued into Mexico 
in an effort to capture or destroy them. 


Without co-operation or assistance on 
the part of the de facto government in 
the field, despite repeated requests by 
the United Estates, and without apparent 
recognition on its part of the desirabil- 
ity of putting an end to these systematic 
raids, or of punishing the chief perpetra- 
tors of the crimes committeed, because 
they menaced the good relations of the. 
two countries, "American 
forces pur- 
sued the lawless bands as far as Paral, 
where the pursuit was halted by the 
hostility of Mexicans, presumed to be 
loyal to the de facto government, who 
arrayed themselves on the side of out- 
lawry and became in effect the protec- 
tors of Villa and his band. 


Why U. S. Entered Mexico. 


In this manner and for these reasoJis 
have the American forces entered Mexi- 
can territory. 
Knowing fully the cir- pear to indicate. 


followers, did not and does not now in- 
tend or desire that these outlaws should 
lie cajitured, destroyed or dispersed by 
American troops. 
While the conferences 
at El Paso were in progress and after 
the American conferees had been assured 
on May 2 that the Mexican forces in the 
northern part of the republic were then 
l)eing augmented so as to be able to pre- 
vent any disorders that would endanger 
American territory a band of Mexicans, 
on the night of May T), made an attack 
at 
Glenn Springs, Tex;, about 
thirty 
miles north of the border, killing Amer 
ican soldiers and civilians, burning and 
sacking property and carrying off two 
Americans as prisoners. 
Subsequent to 
this event, the Mexican government, a^ 
you state, "gave instructions to Gen, 
Obregon to notify that of the United 
States that it would not permit the fur- 
ther passage of American 
troops 
into 
Mexico on this account and that orders 
had been given to all military command- 
ers along the frontier not to consent to 
same." 


Gave No Notification. 


This government is of course not in a 
position to dispute the statement 
that 
these 
instnictions had been given to 
Gen. Obregon, but it can decisively as- 
sert that Gen. Obregon never gave any 
such notification to Gen. Scott or Gen. 
Funston or, as far as knowyi, to any 
other American official. 
Gen. Obregon 
did, however, inquire 
as to 
whether 
American troops had entered in Mexico 
in pursuit of the Glenn Springs raideri» 
and Gen. Funston stated that no orders 
had been issued to American troops to 
cross the frontier on account of the raid, 
but this statement was made before any 
such order had been issued and not aft- 
erwards, "as the erroneous account of the 
interview given in your note would ap- 


cumstances set forth Mie de facto gov- 
ernment cannot be blind to the necessity 
which compelled this government to >ici 
and yet it has seen fit to recite ground- 
Jess sentiments of hostility toward the 
expedition and to impute to this govern- 
ment ulterior motives for the continued 


Moreover, no statement was made by 


rebels and conspirators on American ter- 
ritory, by the detention of shipments 
of arms and munitions and th*» deten- 
tion of machinery 
intended for their 
manufacture. 


Reply to Sweeping Charge. 


In reply vu lais swut'imtg cuuigej I can 
trutiifuiiy a.mrm that lue ^iierican ¿{ov- 
ernment has given 
every possible eji- 
couragement to the de facto govermuent 
in the pacification and rehabilitation ot 
ivlexico. 
Jf'rom tiie moment of its recog- 
nition it has had the undivided support 
of this government. 
Au embargo was 
placed 
upon 
anus 
and 
ammunitiou 
going into Chihuahua, Sonora and Lower 
Caliiornia, in order to prevent their fall- 
ing iuto tne hands of armed opponents of 
the de facto 
government, 
i'ermission 
has been granted from time to time as 
requested lor Mexican troops and equip- 
ment to traverse 
.¿ijuerican 
territory 
from one point to another in Mexico. 


In view of these friendly acts, I am 
surprised that the de facto government 
has 
construed 
diplomatic 
representa- 
tions in regard to the unjust treatment 
accorded American interests, private as- 
sistance to opponents to the de facto 
government by sympathizers in a foreign 
country and the activity of a foreign 
press as interference by United 
States 
government in the domestic politics of 
Mexico. If a denial is needed that this 
government has had 
ulterior and im- 
proper motives in its diplomatic repre- 
sentations or has countenanced the ac- 
tivities of American sympathizers and 
the American press opposed to the de 
facto government, I am glad most em- 
phatically to deny it. It is however, a 
matter of common knowledge that the 
Mexican press has been more active than 
the press in the United States in en- 
deavoring to inflame 
the two peoples 
against each other and to force the two 
countries into hostilities»; with the power 
of censorship of the Mexican press so 
rigorously exercised by the de facto gov- 
ernment the responsibility for this ac- 
tivity cannott, it would seem, be avoided 
by that government and the issue of the 
appeal of Gen. Carranza hiiiiself in the 
press of March 12, calling upon the Mex- 
ican people to be prepared for any emer- 
gency which might arise, and intimating 
that war with the United States was 
imminent, evidences the attitude of the 
de facto government toward these pub- 
lications. 


Not Matter of Suiprise. 


It should not be a matter of surprise 
that after such manifestations of hostile 
feeling, the United States was doubtful 
of the purpose 
for 
which the large 
amount of ammunition was to be used 
which the de facto government appeared 
eager to import from this country, nior^i- 
over, the policy of the de facto govern- 
ment in- refusing to co-operate and in 
failing to act independently in destroy- 
ing the Villa bandits and otherwise sup- 
pressing outlawry in the vicinity of the 
border so as to remove the danger of war 
materials while 
passing south through 
this zone falling into the hands of law 
and order is in the opinion of this gov- 
ernment a sufficient 
ground, even if 
there were no ollher for the refusal to 
allow such materials to cross the bound- 
ary into the bandit-infested region. To 
have permitted these shipments without 
careful scrutiny 
would in the circum- 
stances have been to have manifested 
a''sense of security whicl: would have 
been unjustified. 


Menace to American Safety. 


Candor compels me to add that the 
unconcealed hostility , of the subordinate

menace to the safety of the American 
troops and to the peace of the border. 
As long as this menace continues and 
there is any evidence of an intention on 
the part of the de facto government or 
its military commanders to use force 
against the American troOps instead of 
co-operating -with, t h e » , the government 
of the United States will not permit 
munitions of war or machinery for their 
manufactm-e to be exported from this 
country to Mexico. 


As to the shelter and supply of rebels 
and conspirators on American territory 
I can state that vigorous efforts have 
been and are being made by the agents 
of the United States to apprehend and 
bring to justice all persons found to be 
conspiring to violate the laws of the 
Unitéd States by organizing to oppose 
with arnjs the de facto government ef 
Mexico. 
Political refugees 
have un- 
doubtedly sought asylum in the United 
States but this government has vigilant- 
ly kept them under surveillance'and has 
not hesitated to apprehend them upon 
proof of their criminal intentions as the 
arrest of Gen. Huerta and others fully 
attests. 


The Real Situation. 


Having corrected the erroneous state- 
ments of fact to which I have adverted, 
the real situation stands forth in its 
true light. 
It is admitted that Amer- 
ican troops have crossed the interna- 
tional boundary in hot pursuit of the 
Columbus raiders and without notice to 
or the consent of your government but 
by the several protestations by this de 
partment and other authorities that the 
object of the expedition "was to cap- 
ture, destroy or completely disperse the 
Villa bandits and outlaws or to turn 
this duty over to the Mexican author- 
ities when assured that it would be ef- 
fectively fulfilled have been carried out 
in perfect good faith by the United 
States. 
Its efforts, however, have been 
obstructed a t every point; first, by in- 
sistence on a palpably useless agreement 
which you admit was either not to ap- 
ply to the present expedition or was to 
contain impracticable restrictions on its 
organization 
and operation ; 
then by 
actual opposition encouraged 
and fos- 
tered by the de facto government to the 
further advance of the expedition into 
Villa territory which was followed by 
the sudden suspension of all negotiations 
for an arrangement for the pursuit of 
Villa and his followers and the protec- 
tion of the frontier; and finally by a 
demand for the immediate 
withdrawal 
of the American troops. 


Anarchy Growing Worse. 
Meantime conditions of anarcny on the 
border state of Mexico were continually 
growing worse. 
Incursions into Amer- 
ican territory were plotted and perpe- 
trated; the Glenn Springs raid was suc- 
cessfully executed, while 
no 
effective 
efforts were being made by Gen. Car- 
ranza to improve the conditions and to 
protect territory from constant threat o' 
invasion. 
In view 
of this 
increasing 
menace, of the inactivity of the Car- 
ranza forces, of the lack of co-operation 
in the apprehension of the Villa bands 
and of the known encouragement and 
aid give to bandit leaders, it is unrea- 
sonable to expect the United States to 
withdraw its forces from Mexican terri- 
tory or to prevent their 
entry 
again 
v.'hen their presence is the only check 
upon further bandit outrages and the 
only efficient means of protecting Amer- 
ican lives and homes—safeguards which 
Gen. Carranza, 
though 
internationalh' 
obligated to supply, is manifestly luiable 
or unwilling to give. 


In view of the actual state of affair.^ 
as I have outlined in above I am now in 
a position to consider the conclusions 
which you have drawn in your note un- 
der acknowledgment from the erroneou»- 
statements of fact which you have set 
forth. 


Charge of Insincerity. 
Your government intimates, if it does 
not openly charge, that the attitude of 
the United States is one of insincerity, 
distrust and suspicion 
toward the do 
facto government of Mexico and that 
the intention of the United States in 
sending its troops into Mexico is to ex- 
tend its sovereignty over Mexican terri- 
tory and not merely for the purpose of 
pursuing marauders and preventing fu- 
ture raids across the border. 
The de 
facto government 
charges by implica- 
tion, which admits of but one interpre- 
tation, that this government has as its 
object 
territorial 
aggrandizement 
even 
at the expense of a war of aggression 
against a neighbor weakened by yeará 
of civil strife. 
The government of the 
United 
States, if it had had design.-* 
upon the territory 
of 
Mexico, would 
iiave had no difficulty in finding during 
this period of revolution and disorder 
many plausible arguments for interven- 
tion in Mexican affairs. 
Hoping, how- 
ever, that the people of Mexico would 
through their own efforts restore peace 
anrl establish an orderly government the 
United States has aivaited with patience 
the consummation of the revolution. 


Recognition of Carranza. 
When the superiority of the revolu- 
tionary faction led by Gen. Carranza be- 
came undoubted the United States, aft- 
er conferring with six others of the 
American republics, recognized uncondi- 
tionally the present de facto govarn- 
ment. I t hoped and expected that that 
government would sne^dih 
restore or 
der and provide the Mexican p^-pio and 
others who had given their energy anil 
substance to the development of the 
great resources of the republic oppor- 
tunity to rebuild in peace and securi'^^- 
their shattered fortunes. 


This government 
has waited nionth 
after month for th0> consummation of 
its hope and expectation. 
In ¿spite of 
increasing discouragements, in spite of 
repeated provocations to exercise force 
in the restoration of order in the north- 
ern regions of Mexico, where American 
interests have suffered most .seriously 
from lawlessness, 
the government of 
the United States lias retrained from 
aggressive action and sou^rht by appeals 
and moderate, though explicit demands, 
to impress the de 
facto 
government 
with the seriousness 
of the situation 
and to arose it to its duty to perform 
its international obligations toward cit- 
izens of the United States, who had en- 
tered the territory of Mexico or had 
vested interests within its boundaries. 
Doubts and Suspicion 
Reseated. 
In the face of constantly 
renewed 
evidences of the patience and restraint 
of this government in circumstances in 
which only a government imbued with 
unselfishness and a sincere dosiire to 
respect to the full, the sovereign rights 
and national dignity 
of the 
Mcxicon 
people would have endured, doubts and 
suspicions as to the motives of the gov- 
ernment of the United States are. ex- 
pressed in your communication of May 
22, for ^hich I can imagine no pm- 
pose but to impugn the good faith of 
this |{ovcrnment, for I find it hard to 
believe that such imputation«« are not 
universally known to be wi^hcut the 
Icaat ihi^dow of 
Jttatificatioa in 


Can the de facie government doubt that 
if the Unjited States had turned oovet- 
eouB eyes on Mejcican territory it could 
have found many pretexts in the past 
for the gratification of its dejU'e? Can 
that 
government 
doubt 
that 
months 
figo, when the war between the revolu- 
tionary factions was in progre-^s a much 
better opportunity 
than 
tije 
present 
Ni'as afforded for. American intervention, 
if such had been the oiirpcse of the 
United States, as the de-facto goyern- 
nient 
now insinuates? 
Wliat 
motive 
could this government have had in re- 
fraining from taking advantage of riuch 
opportunities 
other 
th.in 
unselfish 
friendship for the Mexicoii republic? 
I 
have, of course, given consideration to 
your argtiment that the responsibility 
for the present situation reots largely 
upon this government. In the first place 
you state that even the American forces 
along the border, whose attention is 
undivided by other military operations, 
"find themselves 
physically unable to 
protect effectively the frontier of the 
American side." 


Remedy for Border Raids. 


Obviously if there is no means of 
reaching bands roving on Mexican ter- 
ritory and making sudden 
dashes 
a t 
night into American territory it is im- 
possible to prevent such invasions un- 
less the frontier is protected by a cor- 
don of troops. 
No government could be 
expected to maintain a 
force of 
this 
strength along the boundary of a na- 
tion with which it is at peace for the 
purpose of resisting the onslaught of 
a few bandits of lawless men especially 
when the neighboring state makes no 
effort to prevent these attacks. The most 
effective method of preventing raids of 
this nature, as past experience has ful- 
ly demonstrated is to visit punishment 
or destruction on the raiders. 
It is pre- 
cisely this plan which the United States 
desires to follow along the border with- 
out any intention of infringing uDon the 
sovereign rights of her neighbor, but 
which, although obviously ad\'antageous 
to the de facto government it refuses to 
allow or even coimtenance. 
It is in fact 
protection to American lives and prop- 
erty about which the United States is 
solicitous and not the methods or ways 
in which that protection shall be ac- 
complished. 


American Government's Duty. 
If the Mexican government is unAvill- 
ing or unable to give this protection by 
preventing its territory from being the 
rendezvous and refuge of marauders and 
plunderers that does not relieve this gov- 
ernment from its duty to take all the 
steps necessary to safeguard American 
citizens on American soil. 
The United 
States government cannot and will not 
allow bands of lawless men to establish 
themselves upon its borders with lib- 
erty to invade and plunder 
American 
territory with impunity and when pur- 
sued, to seek 
safety across 
the Rio 
Grande, relying upon the plea of their 
government that the integrity of the 
soil of the Mexican republic must not be 
violated. 


The Mexican government further pro- 
tests that it has "made every effort on 
its part to protect the frontier" and tliat 
it is doing "all possible to avoid a re- 
currence of such acts," attention is again 
invited to the well known and tmrestrict- 
ed activity of de la Rosa, Anceto Pis- 
cano, Pedro Vinos and others in connec- 
tion with border raids and to the fact 
that, as I am advised up to June 4 du 
la Rosa was still collecting troops at 
Monterey for the openly avowed pur- 
pose of "making attacks on Toxas bor- 
der towns and that Pedro Vino was re- 
cruiting a t other places 'or the same 
avowed purpose. 


Not Doing "All Possible." 


I have already pointed out the unin- 
terrupted progress of Villa to and from 
Columbus, and the fact that th^ Ameri- 
can forces in pursuit of the Glenn Springs 
marauders penetrated 168 miles into Mex- 
lean territory 
without 
encountering a 
single Carranzaist soldier. 
This does not 
indicate that the Mexican government 
is doing "all possible' 'to avoid such 
raids; and if doing "all possibue," this is 
not sufficient to prevent border raids, 
and there is every reason therefore, why 
this government must take such preven- 
tive measures as it deems sufficient. 


It is suggested that injuries suffered on 
account of bandit raids are a matter of 
"pecuniary reparation" but "nevertheless 
cause for Amorican forces to invade Mex- 
lean soil," the precedents which have been 
established artd maintained by the gov- 
ernment of the Mexican republic for the 
last half century do not bear out this 
statement. 
It has grown to be almost a 
custom not to settle depredations of ban- 
dits by payments of money alone, but 
to quell such disorders and to prevent 
such crimes by swltt and sure punish- 
ment. 


Attempts to Evade 
Duty. 


The do facto government finally argues 
that "if the frontier were duly protected 
from incursions from Mexico there would 
be no reason for existing difficulty," thus 
the do facto government attempts to 
absolve itself from the first duty of any 
government, namely, with the protection 
of life and property. 
This is the para- 
mount obligations for which governments 
are instituted, and the governments neg- 
lecting or faiUng to perform it are not 
worthy of the name. 
This is the duty 
for which Gen. Carranza, It must be 
assumed. 
Initiated his 
revolution 
In 
Mexico and organized the present gov- 
ernment which the United States gov- 
ernment recognized as the de facto gov- 
ernment of Mexico. Protection of Ameri- 
can lives 
and property, then, in the 
United States is the first obligation of 
this government, and in Mexico Is, Urst. 
the obligation of Mexico, and s-icond, the 
obligation of the 
United 
States. 
In 
securing this protection along the com- 
mon boundary the United States has a 
right to expect the co-operation of Its 
neighboring republic; and yet, instead of 
taking steps to correct or punish the 
raiders, the Je facto government demurs 
and objects to measures taken by the 
United States. 
Makes United States' Duty Stronser. 
The government of the United States 
does not wish to believe that the de facto 
government approves these 
marauding 
attacks yet as they continue to be made 
they show that the Mexican government 
Is unable to repress them. 
This inability 
as this government has had occasion, in 
the past to ¡iay, may excuse the failure 
to check the outrages complained of, but 
it only makes stronger the duty of the 
United States to prevent them, for if the 
government of Mexico Qannot protect the 
lives and property of Americans exposed 
to attack from Mexicans, the government 
of »the U;itted States is in duty bound, 
so far as it can, to do so. 


In conclusian, the Mexican government 
invites the 'United .States to support its 
"assurances of friendship w)th real and 
effective acts" which "can be no other 
than the immediate withdrawal of the 
Am^ican 
troops." 
For the rwMona • I- 
hava htraia fuUjr.aat (ort^iHaa ^ u m V 
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of the de facto government cannot now 
be entertained. 
The United States has 
not sought the duty 
which has been 
forced upon it of pursuing bandits who, 
under fundamental principles of munici- 
pal and international law, ought to be 
pursued and arrested and punished by 
Mexican authorities. 
Whenever Mexico 
will assume and effectively exercise that 
responsibility the United States, as it has 
many times oefore publicly declared, will' 
be glad to have this obligation fulfilled 
by the de facto government of Mexico. 
If, on the contrary, the de facto govern- 
ment is pleased to ignore this obligation 
and to believe that "in case of a refusal 
to retire these troops there is no further 
recourse than to defend its territory by 
an appeal to arms," the government of 
United States would surely be lacking in 
sincerity and friendship if it did not 
frankly impress upon the de facto gov- 
ernment that the execution of this threat 
this government would deeply x-egret such 
action, it cannot recede from its settled 
determination to maintain its rights and 
perform its full duty in preventing further 
invasions of the territory of the United 
States 
and removing the peril 
which 
Americans along the boundary have borne 
so long with patience and forbearance.

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Under the Care of the State. 


The report just filed with the board of state charities from each 
it(|bf the nineteen charitable and correctional institutions in Indiana 
iiiiiscloses the fact that on March 31 last, these institutions had a total 
of 14,232 inmates. It is a vast army of unfortunates of one variety 
another who are under the care of the state and must be sup- 
ported by it. It is noted, too, that the daily average of inmates in 
^iell the institutions had jumped from 12,044 to 13,180 in thé past year, 
though it is explained that the increase is due largely to the new state 
penal farm near Putnamville. The figures are startling enough, how- 
ever, to give emphasis to the cry for an improvement in conditions 
that will reduce to the lowest possible degree the influences that con- 
tribute to the population of the state institutions. 
' 


Some definite figures shed further light on the situation. 
The 
niien and boys in the institutions on March 31 numbered 8,611; the 
women and girls 5,621. 
More than one-half of these persons were 
in the institutions for mental defectives; 5,788 in the five hospitals 
for the insane ; 1,320 in the School for Feeble-Minded Youth at Fort 
"Wayne, and 311 in the Village for Epileptic, Newcastle. 
The other 
most numerous class of state wards is to be found in its si^ penal and 
correctional institutions, 3,935. 


Of the whole number enrolled in these nineteen institutions, 52 
per cent, are insane, feeble-minded or epileptics ; 28 per cent, are crim- 
inals or misdemeanants. The remaining 20 per cent, are members of ' 
the Soldiers' home and the Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' home, 
pupils of the schools for the deaf and blind and patients of the two 
istate hospitals for the sick. 


The state prison at Michigan City reports an increase of 128, and 
the reformatory at Jeffersonville 177, There are slight increases in 
the Girls' school and the Women's prison, but the Boys' school reports 
a decrease of eight. There is a net increase of 1,012 in the penal and 
correctional institutions, and 124 in the benevolent and educational 
institutions,. 


The regular operating expenses of the nineteen institutions for 
tee half year amounted to nearly $1,500,000, 
The average cost for 
cach inmate was $109.96, or 60 cents a day. For the same six months 
last year the per capita cost was $110.65. 


The institutions for the insane, feeble-minded and epileptic cost 
the state $686,397.70; the homes for the soldiers and their orphans, 
$163,458.03 ; the two hospitals for the sick, $76,413,52, and the schools 
for the deaf and blind, $86,724.25, a total of $1,012,993,50 for the thir- 
teen benevolent and educational institutions. 
The state prisons and 
reform schools spent $436,320.04, For new buildings and permanent 
improvements the institutions spent $145,440.59 during the .six 
months. This brought the grand total expenditures to $1,593,927.34. 
Receipts and earnings amounting to $187,112.75 reduced this gross 
amount to $1,406,814.59, The institutions consumed farm and garden 
products of their own raising valued at $96,754,92.

^obligation, beyond the regular pay envelope to those who have given 
long years of faithful service in the building of a vast business. The 
iiailfòàds led thè way in this matter, but the idea is taking firm hold 
.among industrial, institutions as well.

;iirm and decisive course he may take 
' with respect to Mexico. The republicans 
think decisive action in the Mexican sit- 
uation some time ago might have pre- 
vented the present mobilization of mi- 
litia. 
They are hoping that the warn- 
ing toj Carranza will be sufficient and 
that Carranza's answer to the latest note 
sent him by tliis government may result 
in a speedy mobilization of a majority 
of the state troops. 
But they are pre- 
pared to go along with the president to 
the last ditch.

Senator Works of California' (Rep.)—I 
believe that intervention in Mexico must 
^!low. 
We must go into the country 
and take care of it and the people for u 
time. 


Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina 
(Dem.)—The situation looks serious. If 
Carranza is bluffing, his bluff will be 
called. If he is not bluffing, war cannot 
be avoided. 


Senator Reed of Missouri (Dem.)—The 
national guard has been called out, and 
I heartily approve of that move. There 
ought to be a sufficient force of United 
States troops on that border for any 
eventuality. 
The mobilization of the 
guard will provide excellent training for 
the men and officers, and much good will 
have been derived from the experience, 
whether the men see actual fighting or 
not.

Americans and 
afford the protection 


which international law guarantees to 
American interests 
in the states of 


Tamaulipas, Chihuahua and Sonora and 
iilso in the states to the south. 
For 


example, on January 3rd troops were 
requested to punish the band of out- 
livrs which looted the Cusi mining prop- 
erty, eighty miles west of Chihuahua, 
but" no effective results came from this 
Ttquest.

American people to consider the

A insurances were also given by Mr. Ar- 
icdondo,. presumably under instructions 
'from the de facto government, that the 
murderers would be brought to justice 
nnd that steps would be taken to rem- 
'r-dy the lawless conditions existing in 
the state of Durango. 
It is true that 


Villn, Castro and Ixipez were publicly 
declared to be outlaws and subject to 
apprehension and execution, but so far 
as known only one man connected with 
this massacre has been brought to jus- 
tice by Mexican authorities.

month after this barbarous slaughter of 
iroffensive Americans it was notorious 
that Villa was operating within twenty

Villa Not Intercepted. 


•Despite repeated and insistent de- 


mands that military protection should be 
furnished to Americans, 
Villa, openly 


carried on his operations, constantly ap- 
proaching closer and closer to the border 
He was not intercepted nor were his 
movements impeded by troops of the de 
facto government and no effectual at 
tempt was made to frustrate his hostile 
designs against Americans. 
In fact, as 


I am informed, while Villa and his bam 
were slowly moving forward toward tin 
American 
frontier in the direction o 


Columbus, N. M., not a single Mexican 
soldier was seen in hia vicinity. 
Ye; 


the Mexican authorities were fully cog 
nizant of his movements, for on Marcl 
6th, as General Gavira 
publicly 
an 


nounced, he advised the American mili- 
tary authorities of the outlaw's ap- 
proach to the border so that they might 
be prepared to prevent him from crossing 
the boundary. Villa's unhindered activ- 
ities culminated in the unprovoked and 
cold blooded attack upon American sol- 
diers and citizens, in the town of Colum- 
bus, on the night of March 9th, the du- 
tails of which do not need repetition here 
in order to refresh your memory with 
the heinousness of the crime. 
After 


murdering, burning and plundering, Villa, 
and .his bandits, fleeing south, passed 
within sight of the Carranzista post at 
Casas Grandes and no effort was made 
to stop, hfm by the officers and garrison 
of the- de facto government 
stationed 


there. 


Had No Other Recourse. 


In the face of these depredations not 


only on American lives and property on. 
Mexican soil, but on American soldiers, 
citizens and homes oa American territory 
the perpetrators of which Gen. Carranza 
was unable or posibly considered it in- 
advisable to apprehend and punish, t.ho 
United States 
had no recourse other 


than to employ force to disperse the 
bands of Mexican 
outlaws who were. 


no opportunity to reach an agreement 
(other than of March 10th-13th, uoiv re- 
pudiated by Gen. Csrrauza) prior to the 
entrance of such an expedition into Aloi- 
ico if the expedition was to be effect ire. 
Subsequent events and correspondence 
have demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
this government 
tb«t 
Gen. Carrauza 


would not have entered into anv agree- 
ment providing for an effective "plan for 
the capture and destruction of the Villa 


and it was made clear to Gen. Qbregon 
that if the Mexican government did not 
take immediate steps to prevent another 
invasion of the United States by these 
marauders, who were frequently seen sa 
the company of Gen. Xafarette, Mexico 
would find in Taiaaulipas another puni- 
tive expedition similar to that then in 
Chihuahua.

Hagjled Over Agreement 


While the American troops were mov- 


ing rapidly southward in pursuit of the 
raiders it was the form and nature of tile 
agreement that occupied the attention of 
Gen. Carranza rather than the practical 
object which it was to attain—the num- 
ber of limitations that could be imposed 
upon the American 
forces to impede 


their progress rather than the obstacles 
that could be raised 
to 
prevent the 


escape of the outlaws. It was Gen. Car- 
ranza who suspended through your note 
of April 12, all discussions and negotia- 
tions for an agreement along the lines 
of the protocols between 
the 
United 


States and Mexico, concluded during the 
period of 1883-1896, under which the two 
countries had so successfully 
restored 


peaceful conditions on their common 
boundary. 


It may be mentioned here that, not- 


withstanding the statement in your note 
that the "American government gave no 
answer to the note of the 13th of April" 
this note was replied to on April 14th, 
when the department 
instructed 
Mr. 


Rodgcrs by telegraph to deliver this gov- 
ernment's answer 
to Gen. Carranza. 


Shortly after this reply the conferences 
between Generals Scott, Funston 
and 


)bregon began at El Paso, during which 
:hey signed, on May 2, a project of a 
nemorandum and referendum, regarding 
.he withdrawal of American troops. As 
in indication of the alleged bad faith of 
'he American 
government, you stated 


hat 
though 
General 
Scott 
>le- 


ilared in this memorandum that the de- 
itruction 
and 
dispersion of the Villa 


band "had been 
accomplished," 
yet 


American forces are not withdrawn from 
Mexico. 


Clearly a Misstatement. 


is only necessary to read the 


nemorandum, which is in the English 
anguage to ace that this ia clearly a 
misstatement,

states that "the American punitive ex- 
>editionary forces have destroyed or dis- 
>ersed many of the lawless element and 


* 
or have driven them 


'ar into' the interior of the republic of 
ilexico" and further, that the United 
States forces were then "carrying on a 
vigorous pursuit of such small numbers 
of bandits or lawless elements as may 
lave escaped." 


The context of your note gives the 


impression that the object of the ex- 
pedition being admittedly accomplished 
:he United States had agreed in the 
memorandum to begin the withdrawal 
of its troops. The memorandum shows, 
iowever, that it was not alono on ac-! 
count of partial dispersion of the bandits 
that it was decided to begin the with- 
drawal of American forces but equally 
on account of the assurances of 
the 


Mexican government that their forces 
were "at the present time being ' aug- 
mented and strengthened to such an' ex- 
tent that they will be able to prevent 
any disorders occurring in Mexico that 
would in any way endanger American 
territory" and that they would continue 
to diligently pursue, capture or destroy 
any lawless bands of bandits that may 
still exist or hereafter exist in the north- 
ern part of Mexico" and that it would 
"make a proper distribution of such of 
its forces as may be necessary to pre- 
vent the possibility of invasion of Amer- 
ican territory from Mexico." 


It was because of these assurances 


and because of Gen. Scott's confidence 
that they would be carried out that he 
stated in the memorandum that the 
American forces would 
be 
gradually 


withdrawn. 
It is to be noted that while 


the American government was willing to 
ratify this agreement Gen. Carranza re- 
fused to do so, as Gen. Obregon stated, 
because among other things it imposed 
improper conditions upon the Mexican 


fixation to the local military authori-

the American Catholic clergy to that of

ITort to prevent these attiu-ks. The most 
iTective method of preventing raids of 
his nature, as past experience has ful- 
y demonstrated is to visit punishment 
r destruction on the raiders. 
It is pr<>- 


isely this plan which the United States 
esires to follow along the border with- 
put any intention of infringing uoon the 
overeign rights of her neighbor, but 
vhich, although obviously advantageous 
o the de fncto government it refuses to 
allow or even countenance. It is in fact 
protection to American lives nnd prop 
-rty about which the United States is 
solicitous and not the •methods or ways 
n which that protection shall be no- 
complished. 


'• American Government's Duty. 


If the Mexican government is unwill- 


ng or unable to jjive this protection by 
ireventing its territory Horn being the 
rendezvous and refuge of marauders nnd 
ilundercrs that docs not relieve this gov- 
ernment from its duty to take all the 
teps necessary to safeguard American 
itizens on American soil. 
The United 


States government cannot nnd will not 
illow bands of lawless men to establish 
themselves upon its borders with lib- 
erty to invade and plunder American 
territory with impunity nnd when pur- 
sued, to seek 
anfety across the Rio 


Grande, relying upon the plea of their 
government that the integrity of the 
foil of the Mexican republic must not be 
violated. 


The Mexican government further pro- 


tests that it has "made every effort on 
its part to protect the frontier" find tliht 
it is doing "all possible to avoid a re 
currence of such acts,'' attention is again 
invited to the well known and unrestrict- 
ed activity of de la Rosa, Anccto Pis- 
cano,' Pedro Vinos and others in connec 
tion with border raids nnd to the fact 
that, as I am advised up to June 4 du 
la Rosa was still collecting troops at 
Monterey for the openly avowed pur- 
pose of making attacks on T>xns bor- 
der towns and that Pedro Vino was re- 
cruiting at other places 'or the same 
avowed purpose. 


Not Doing "All Possible." 


I have already pointed out the unin- 


terrupted progress of Villa to and from 
Columbus, ana the fact that the Ameri- 
can forces in pursuit of the Glenn Springs 
marauders penetrated 16S miles into Mex- 
ican territory without encountering 
single Carranzaist soldier. This does not 
indicate that the Mexican governmen 
is doing "all possible' 'to avoid such 
raids; and if doing "all possibue," this is 
not sufficient to prevent border raids

The report just filed with the board of state charities from each 


>Jpi the nineteen, charitable and correctional institutions in Indiana 
(Discloses the fact that on March 31 last, these institutions had a total 
jjof J.4,232 inmates. It is a vast army of unfortunates of one variety 
and another who are under the care of the state and must be sup- 
ported by it. It is noted, too, that the daily average of inmates in 
'^11 the institutions had jumped from 12,044 to 13,180 in the past year, 
'though it is explained that the increase is due largely to the new state 
penal farm near Putnamville. The iignrcs are startling enough, how 
ever, to give emphasis to the cry for an improvement in conditions 
that will reduce to the lowest possible degree the influences that con- 
tribute to the population of the state institutions. 


Some definite figures shed further light on the situation. The 


-men and boys in the institutions on March 31 numbered 8,611; th 
women and girls 5,621. More than one-half of these persons were 
in the institxitions for mental defectives; 5,788 in the five hospitals 
'for.the insane; 1,320 La the School for Feeble-Minded Youth at For 
>Vayne, and 311 in -the \rillage for Epileptic, Newcastle. The othei 
inost numerous class of state wards is to be found in its sis penal anc 
correctional institutions, 3,935.

tjaen benevolent and educational institutions. The state prisons and 
reform schools spent $436,320.04. For new buildings and permanent 
improvements the institutions spent $145,440.59 during the six 
months. This brought the grand total expenditures to $1,593,927.34. 
-Eeeeipts and earnings amounting to $187,112.75 reduced this gross 
amount to $1,406,814.59. The institutions consumed farm and garden 
products of their own raising valued at $96,754.92.
